REVOLUTIONISTS 
DEFEATED 


Four H u n d r iW Repulsed W ith Loss of 
. lirteen. 
Mexico City, Nov. 23. -Four hundred 
revolutionists who took part in the 
assault on Parral, referred to in Mon­ 
day’s dispatches, were repulsed with 
a loss of thirteen dead, the inhabitants 
withstanding 
the 
attack 
for 
many 
hours, until troops were able to reach 
the scene Irom Chihuahua and Monte­ 
rey. 
Gomez Palacio was retaken by the 
federal troops, according to official 
advices received here. Th* looters who 
occupied the town were pursued by 
mounted troops and eventually dis* 
persed, losing seven dead. The troops 
lost two. 
Three thousand troops of till arms, 
which left here, are expected to reach 
Torreon, Gomez Palacio. Le rd a and 
Parral today. 
It is believed here that 
they will be able amply to cope with 
the situation. 


IS NOT LIKELY TO SUCCEED 


Revolt in Mexico May Be Suppressed 
Soon. 
Washington, 
Nov. 
23.—Southern 
Mexico practically has been cut off 
from the capital, railroad bridges have 
been blown up or burned and the rev­ 
olution has attained great proportions 
in that section of the republic, espe­ 
cially in Yucatan. 
This is the burden 
of unofficial 
advices received 
bere. 
Senor de la Barre, the Mexican am ­ 
bassador, who declared reports of the i 
revolution to be grossly exaggerated, j 
has no advices from his government. 
The state departm ent likewise is with­ 
out information aside from that re- . 
ceived during the day. 
The recipients of the unofficial in­ 
formation declare that Vera Cruz will : 
be 
captured 
by 
the 
revolutionists 
within three days aud that the revo­ 
lutionary movement is sweeping north­ 
ward. 
A copy ot the proclamation 
issued bv General Madero bas been 
received here. 
So far it has not been 
formally presented to the state de­ 
partment. 
It contains an outline of 
the proposed 
new government 
and 
pledges Mexican protection to Amer­ 
ican lives and prop ;*ty. 
That the revolutionists in Mexico 
are doomed to defeat is the opinion of 
Henry Lane 
Wilson, the 
American 
am bassador in the Mexican capital. 
From that vantage point, with access-' 
to the reports received by the Mex­ 
ican 
government from 
its military 
commanders and civil governors, and 
with his private advices from Amer 
iran consular offices at points where 
disturbances have occurred, Mr. Wil­ 
son has reached the conclusion, which 
he bas transm itted to the state depart­ 
ment, that, owing to the excellent dis­ 
position of President Diaz’ military 
forces, the revolutionary movement, 
which appears to have been sporadic 
in its nature, is not likely to succeed. 


AVERT 
THREATENED 
SPLIT 


Gompers 
and 
His 
Friends 
Smooth 


O ver T rouble. 
St. Louis, Nov. 23. —A threatened 
split between the labor unions of the 
United 
States 
and 
Canada 
was 
smoothed over in the American Fed­ 
eration of 
Labor by 
the action of 
President Samuel Gompers and 
his 
triends. 
The discussion, which at times was 
heated, grew' out of tlie report of the 
special committee on labor relations 
witn ’Canada. 
This committee recoin 
mended the maintenance of Hie auton­ 
omy of international unions in Can­ 
ada, confers the sole right to the issu­ 
ance of local union charters upon the 
Canadian Trades and Labor congress 
and gives tho Canadian central bodies 
the privilege of affiliating with the 
American Federation of Labor. 
Delegate Andrew Fureseth of the 
Seam en’s union led the opposition to 
the 
last 
clause in 
the resolutions, 
which he said would give the oppo­ 
nents of the union men in Canada an 
opportunity of saying that Canadian 
workingmen were dictated 
to 
from 
Washington. 
President 
Gompers 
gave 
up 
the 
chair to reply. 
He said that already 
the Canadian central bodies were affil-' 
lated with the federation and that the 
defeat of the section referred to would 
mean their withdrawal. 
Several of 
the Canadian delegates made speeches 
in support of Ute resolutions, which 
finally were adopted. 
A resolution recommending that lo­ 
cal 
unions 
throughout 
the 
United 
States affiliate immediately with the 
state and central bodies was adopted.

The relief from the cost of living 
will be a general city m arket in which 
the food necessities of life will bi 
handled. 
It is possible that this ma} 
be extended to a free market where 
farmers and others can sell their pro 
duce.

The trip from Panama was filled 
with incident. 
On Friday night last, 
about 140 miles south of Guantanamo, 
Cuba, the Tennessee narrowly averted 
a collision with a German training 
ship, supposed to be the Freya.

heavy squall had shut in around the 
presidential squadron, the weather bo 
ing so thick the steersman could hard­ 
ly see a ship’s length ahead The storm 
was brief and. as it cleared, the big

Boston, 
Nov. 
23.—The 
prevailing 
opinion in Canada, according to Dr. 
J. W. Edwards, M. P., of Ottawa, who 
addressed 
the 
Canadian club at a 
“peace" banquet at the Parker House, 
is that any step toward negotiating 
closer trade relations 
between that 
country and the United State's should 
be preceded by a lowering of the tar­ 
iff wall on this side to the level of that 
on the Canadian side of the line. 
Mr. 
Edwards said that 
no tariff 
treaty 
which promised to lead to political 
union would be accepted by Canada. 
He spoke in part as follows: 
“Tile object of t Ii is celebration, the 
commemoration of IOO years of peace 
between 
Canada 
and 
the 
United 
States, is worthy of the highest com­ 
mendation. 
I am sure it is the wish 
of practically all the people, as It is 
the sincere desire and object of this 
club that friendship shall be cultivated 
and peace between the two countries 
so strongly cemented 
that 
it 
can 
never by any possibility be broken. 
“Canada’s trade is principally with 
this country and 
The 
Netherlands, 
while the United 
States buys from 
Canada 57 per cent more than ten 
years ago The Netherlands buys 122 
per cent more. 
Tile United Kingdom 
takes over half of Canada's exports, 
while the United States takes barely 
37 per cent. On the other hand 60 per 
cent of Canada's Imports come from 
this country and less than 25 per cent 
from the United Kingdom. 
“The fact that 8,000,000 Canadians 
buy from this country more than twice 
as much as the 95,000,000 of Amer­ 
icans buy from Canada has led my 
countrymen to discard the idea once 
so prevalent that the United States is

St. Paul, Nov. 23.—“I cannot believe 
that these cases are seriously brought 
here on the issues of interference and 
confiscation; there is some other pur­ 
pose; some other motive back of it. 
I believe the cases are before this 
court and will be taken before the 
United States supreme court to estab­ 
lish that rates made by a state so af­ 
fect interstate rates that the ratemak 
ing power must be taken from the 
states; the railroads are not here to 
sustain and support the majesty of 
the federal law, but to uphold an enor­ 
mous valuation of railroad properties 
which will prevent states irom reduc­ 
ing rates; they are bere to establish 
a rule for the division of cost between

state will be confiscatory.” 
With this insinuation that the rail­

Attorney 
General Young, chief counsel for the 
state, opened

ment in the federal circuit court be­ 
fore Judge Sanborn. 
“It does not seem.” he said, "that 
the Great Northern can predicate con­ 
fiscation on a revenue reduction of 
$200,000, compared with gross earn­ 
ings of $21,000,000, or on a situation 
where that road paid all expenses of 
maintenance, a 7 per cent net return 
on the investment and turned over 
$2,448 000 to the permanent improve 
ment fund. 
“The claim of 
the railroads that 
I hey are hora to present arguments 
in support of federal as opposed to 
state jurisdiction is not well founded. 
We deny the railroads the right to

GEORGE WEEMS IS SET FREE 


Served Long Prison T e rm for Crim e 


He N ever Com m itted. 
Dos 
.Moines, 
Nov. 
23.—G eorge1 
Weems, aged 
thirty xix 
years, orig-j 
inall.v sentenced to hang, stepped from I 
Hie Iowa stat** prison at Fort Mad­ 
ison a free man after sixteen years j 
of servitude. 
He was convicted of the, 
murder of L. B. Rid path, a conductor J 
on the Chicago Great Western rail- 1 
road who was on Ills way to his train 
when shot in the neck and killed. 
The liberation of Weems involves a 
story of mystery and romance. 
He 
was saved from the gallows by the 
psychological effect of a dream upon 
General Drake, then governor of Iowa. 
He is restored to society because a 
woman of the under world consented 
to tell Governor A. B. Cummins con­ 
fidentially that Weems was with her 
when the fatal shot was fired. 
The si x tee n years* long servitude in I 
the penitentiary came 
because 
the 
man whose hands and clothes were 
stained with the life blood of Ridpath 
turned state’s evidence, 
implicating ■ 
Weems and a man named Hammill. I 
gaining his own freedom and sending 
the other two men to prison. 
George Weems persistently main­ 
tained his innocence. 
He had been 
with John Grout and Hammill earlier! 
in the evening, but said he left them 
to visit a woman known as Kitty 
Leary. 
It was while iii this woman’s 
company, he asserts, that he heard a 
shot fired in the street, rushed out 
and saw the conductor staggering In 
the street. 
He helped him to the curb, 
but, frightened by the clang of tile 
police bell, fled before the officers ar­ 
rived 
When arrested next day it was 
discovered that the woman by whom 
he could prove an alibi had left the 
city and her whereabouts could not 
be learned 
George Weems was con 
victed aud sentenced to be hanged.

Public Executioner Ellis of Roch­ 
dale, who hanged a wife murderer at 
Liverpool Tuesday morning, arrived in 
London on the evening train. 
The 
scaffold has been ere* ted. A lev. tene­ 
ments overlook the prison ..aid and 
to bar the tenants from a gin pse of 
the tragedy a big canvas sci -en has 
been put up before the gallows, 
Only a small group of *»».. ...I wit­ 
nesses will attend and ever 
effort 
has been made 
to prevent 
morbid 
crowds from gathering in th > neigh­ 
borhood. 
Even the customary official 
announcement of the hanging is not 
likely to be posted until evening 
The 
body probably will be burled in quick­ 
lime in the prison yard. 
This is the 
custom at Bentonville, altho*, rh not in 
all English prisons. 
Father Carey, who lias vi -b* d Crip­ 
pen frequently, entered th* 
-on to 
spend the night with the co: binned 
man. 
He will walk with 
iii pen to 
tile scaffold. 
An evening palier caused a sensa­ 
tion by flooding the city with placards 
that Crippen had made a written con­ 
fession. 
Every one in a position to 
know denied this. 
Ethel lienee© said: 
"I was the last person to see Dr. 
Crippen. 
So far as my knowledge ex­ 
tends he has not made such a state­ 
ment.” 
It. also was reported that Crippen 
wrote a statement for a Sunday paper, 
which bought a previous story of his. 
Tile palier, however, denies that it has 
his confession. 
Ethel Leneve has hooked passage 
on the steamship Majestic, which sails 
from Southampton for New York to­ 
day 
Story of the Crime. 


The crime for which Dr. IL H. Crip­ 
pen was tried and condemned to death 
was that of murdering his wife, Belle 
Elmore, a music hall singer, whose 
mutilated and battered body was found 
buried in the cellar of her home in 
london. 
The Elmore woman mysteri­ 
ously disappeared early in February 
last. 
In April, the English authorities, 
hearing suspicious stories of her sud­ 
den dropping from sight, commenced 
an investigation. 
Dr. Crippen, when
